Bloodshed Is Looked lor In 


Streets of Belfa st. 


London, Jan. 26.—The danger of a 
clash in Belfast on Feb. S. between the 
Ulster Unionists and the supporters 
of home ride on the occasion of the 
m eeting at which Winston Churchill 
first lord of the admirality, John Red­ 
mond, Hie Irish Nationalist leader, and 
others are to speak, has been consid­ 
erably lessened by the action of Mr. 
Churchill in writing a letter to the 
Marquis of Londonderry, chairman of 
the Belfast Unionist council, in which 
he agrees not to speak in Ulster hall, 
which lias been the mecca of Orange 
men for years, on the occasion re 
ferred to. 
The Orangemen have held 
all their great meetings in this particu­ 
lar hall, and they have declared for 
weeks past that it should not be pro­ 
faned on the night in question by a 
home rule dem onstration. 
Mr. Churchill says, however, that he 
will speak in Belfast on that night, but 
In some other hall. 
He adds that if 
there should be any rioting on the oc­ 
casion in question, the responsibility 
for it will rest on lx)rd Londonderry 
Everything points to a tremendous as­ 
semblage of the two factions and seri­ 
ous trouble is anticipated. The action 
of Mr. Churchill has quieted 
these 
fears to some extent, though the likeli­ 
hood of trouble and bloodshed still 
remains.
